"I have been on this same beat for 


the last seven months. 


"I have seen the Jett Williams liquor

Mr. Williams came 
downtown in-his car with his family 
and looked up the police, asking them 
to accompany him to his place of bus- 
iness. He said he believed he had for- 
gotten to lock his safe, and wanted to 
make sure about it.
